Southam  and  Long  Itchington. — There  are  now  489 
connections  to  Southam  and  Long  Itchington  Water  Supply, 
291  and  198  respectievly. 
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Harbury,  Bishops  Itchington,  Napton,  Ladbroke  and 
Gaydon. — This  scheme  has  proved  of  the  greatest  value 
during  the  time  since  its  completion.  During  the  past  4  years 
the  rainfall  has  been  much  below  the  average,  and  since  the 
last  Report  Priors  Marston  and  Priors  Hardwick  have  been 
connected  to  the  Rugby  supply. 

It  is  proposed  to  connect  Stockton,  Northend  and 
Knightcote  to  the  Rugby  supply  and  other  villages  and 
services  are  being  considered.

— The  scheme  for  the  immuni¬ 
sation  of  School  Children  continued  during  the  year,  and  at 
the  31st  December,  1945,  2,469  school  children  had  been 
treated,  also  976  under  5  years  of  age,  giving  a  total  of  3,301.
